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PAYDAY LOAN SHARKS 


REGULATION OF PAYDAY LOAN COMPANIES WILL NOW FALL 
to provincial governments, and there’s little hope for real 
consumer ion. 

The Senate passed Bill C-26 last week, which will allow 
provinces to exempt your local Money Hut from the usury 
laws that prevent lenders from charging exorbitant rates of 
interest. The provinces are required only to put “consumer pro- 
tections” in place. 

But if Ontario is an indicator of the kind of consumer protec- 
tion that will be on offer, then the legislation won’t be worth the 
paper it’s written on. Ontario's only stipulation is that the 
lender display the cost of the loan per $100. Woo-hoo! The pay- 
day loan sharks will tell you exactly how much they are ripping 
you off before taking your money. 

Just a week before the Senate rubber-stamped the bill, Statis- 
tics Canada published a report on payday loans estimating that 
the average cost of a $300 payday loan over a 14-day period as 
$50, or a whopping 435 per cent. That’s much higher than the 
$2.42 (or 21 per cent) a bank would charge you for overdraft 
protection on your account or the $4.13 (or 36 per cent interest) 
you'd expect from a credit card. 

Of course, the whole point is that the people who use payday 
loan companies generally don’t have credit r even a 
bank account. Poor people living paycheque to paycheque, 
people with terrible credit, and people with criminal records all 
have real difficulties securing the kind of convenience financing 
the rest of us take for granted. 

Here's hoping the Alberta government will set aside their 
policy of non-interference in the free market—insert our 
favourite sarcastic remark here—and protect the working poor 
from exploitation.

But 
Gunter did have it right when he called the move “hollowly 
symbolic’. 

The real news here is that banning incandescent bulbs, while 
a positive step, is a pretty meagre one. As has been much 
reported, it will likely reduce Canada’s greenhouse gas emis- 
sions by less than one per cent, but Baird is carrying on as 
though he was taking an epoch-making step. 

Grandstanding on a minor issue to hide your unwillingness 
to take action on more pressing matters? Neat. We can’t wait 
until the voters of this country decide if you get away with it.

unionization in Canada. With only 
24 per cent of its workforce cov: 

by collective agreements, the 
province falls far short of the Cana- 
dian average of 32 per cent. Union 
organizers can only dream of attain- 
ing Quebec levels, which a 2005 
study by Statistics Canada pegs at 40 
per cent. 

Gil McGowan, president of the 
Alberta Federation of Labour, says 
those numbers are a direct result of 
Alberta’s culture and laws. The fed- 
eral Temporary Foreign Workers 
program doesn’t help either. “As a 
result of employer-friendly labour 
laws,” he says, “we have a much 
lower percentage of the workforce 
that’s unionized and have less clout 
at the bargaining table.” 


GETTING OFF THE BOOKS 
McGowan’s comments come at 
the tail end of the May Week Labour 
Arts Festival, home to many events 
designed precisely to bring people 

together to learn and organize, 

“Ina province like Alberta,” he 
says, “there are certain stereotypes 
and mythologies that are propagat- 
ed by the people that are in power. 
The Conservatives and their busi- 
ness supporters have been success- 
ful in entrenching negative stereo- 
types about unions. Those negative 
stereotypes do make it more difficult 
for us to organize new members.” 

In addition to the usual Conserva- 
tive opposition to unions, the labour 
movement now faces new chal- 
lenges, including what McGowan 
describes as employers bypassing 
unionized workers. 

McNeil, the electrician from Cape 
Breton, was unemployed from July 
to February this year. He says that 
despite the widely publicized need 
for skilled workers on oilsands pro- 
jects and in almost every other sector 
in the province, many unionized 
workers face a long wait to get re- 
employed once their contracts finish. 

“Tf | was to get laid off right now, 
I'd probably wait at least four or five 
months on the books before I’d get a 
call,” McNeil says, referring to the 
union practice of listing unemployed 
members in books at the union hall 
and giving preference to those 
who've been out of work the 
longest. 

By McGowan’s estimate, there are 
roughly 2,000 unemployed union- 
ized electricians in Alberta. “The 

numbers vary from trade to trade,” 
he says, “but there are literally thou- 
sands of Albertans in this province 
who are either unemployed or 
underemployed, who are being cut 
out of the picture simply because 
they hold a union card.” 

How is that possible in Alberta? 
Don’t we have the country’s lowest 
unemployment rate—3.6 per cent, 
according to Statistics Canada? 

McGowan agrees that the 
province has a tight labour market, 
but argues that the situation is more 
nuanced than the general percep- 
tion. Even if every single one of the 
roughly 2,000 electricians who are 
currently unemployed were offered 
a position, he says, the unions could 
tap their network of locals across the 
country, something employers have 
not yet asked them to do. 


THE RECRUITMENT DRIVE 

Many Alberta companies already 
recruit nationally, Canadian Natural 
Resources Ltd, a major oil and gas 
development company, tours the 





country to let contractors know they 
need workers in Alberta. Lynn Zei- 
dler, vice-president of construction 
management for Canadian Natural’s 
Horizon site, says the company asks 
contractors to search for employees 
in Alberta first, then the rest of Cana- 
da. 

“The cost of transporting people 
from outside the country is signifi-( 
cantly more,” Zeidler says. “The 
wages on the site are the same 
regardless of where you come from, 
so you are always motivated as a 
contractor to supply your workforce 
from the resources at hand.” 

But contractors are going farther 
afield in their search for labour. 
Patricia Morissette is a senior consul- 
tant for the federal government's 
Temporary Foreign Workers pro- 

within Human Resources 
Development Canada (HRDC). 
When an employer applies to hire 
labour from outside the country, it’s 
her department that decides 
whether the labour shortage is 
severe enough. Contracts are gener- 
ally short and workers are not eligi- 
ble for citizenship. But she says the 
cost of hiring out-of-province or for- 
eign workers is so prohibitive that 
there’s no need for the government 
to monitor whether employers 
bypass workers within the province. 

Of course, there are loopholes. 
Nothing prevents an employer from 
advertising and then simply not hir- 
ing unionized workers. (Zeidler 
admits her company does not get 
involved in finding out how many 
Albertans applied for the job before 
the contractor looked elsewhere.) 

The Temporary Foreign Workers -

Program also takes a hands-off 
approach when it comes to inquiring 
how hard employers look for labour. 
Employers are only required to 
advertise the job for seven days on 
the HRDC Job Bank website, says 
Morissette, adding that neither do 
they inquire about the number of 
applications they received or ques- 
tion the employer's hiring process. 

“The foreign workers 
McGowan says, “is being used as a 
tool by a number of energy and con- 
struction firms to avoid working 
with unionized workers in this 
province.” 

He sees the program as a union- 
busting measure and is concerned 
that, unlike McNeil, who was able to 
come to Alberta and make a life for 
himself, foreign workers are not 
given that chance.

War as nation-builder 


Noble goals pushed aside by war-mania 


THE OLD REFRAIN “WAR, WHAT IS IT 

for?” raised a valid question. 
But it’s a question that doesn’t much 
trouble the Harper crowd. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper's 
government—end the military lobby 
with which it is closely associated— 
isn’t squeamish about war. It pro- 
motes war as the stuff of nation- 
building. 

Early April saw a big week for 
war. First there was the full-court 
commemoration of the almost 3,600 
Canadians who died at Vimy Ridge 
90 years ago.

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Yet, rather than war being seen for 
what it generally is—the ultimate 
human failure and the ultimate 
human agony—war is held up as 
the stuff of greatness, as the tie that 
binds us together. Only through the 
sacrifice of war do we come to see 
ourselves as a nation. 

Of course, there's always a much- 
hyped enemy lurking in the back- 
ground to get everyone's blood boil- 
ing, whether Kaiser Wilhelm II or 
the Taliban, and an endless chroni- 
cling of the enemy’s misdeeds. 

Conveniently left out of the narra- 
tive are the misdeeds committed by 
our side 

So we hear lots about the bar- 
barism of those who resist our West- 
ern invasions (of Afghanistan and 
Iraq) and little about the suffering 
we impose when we bomb their vil- 
lages. 


WAR ON POVERTY: NOT SO 
MUCH 

We go onat length about the 
plight of the 15 British hostages in 
Iran, even after Iran released video 
footage showing them being served 
tea and sitting comfortably watching 
soccer games on TV. 

Of course, nobody likes being 
held captive. But let's just say that if 
one had to choose, one would prob- 
ably opt for that Iranian “ordeal” 
over, say, that other ordeal with the 
electrodes and the forced stacking of 
naked bodies in front of snarling 
dogs, presided over by grinning U.S. 
troops. 

The notion of war as nation- 
builder is being used as a convenient 
substitute for the other sort of 
nation-building, the kind that 


involves creating strong public pro- 

ms, institutions, and facilities that 
provide real benefit to citizens, 
rather than just giving our young 
people the experience of killing oth- 
ers or being killed or maimed them- 
selves. 

The same crowd that loves to wal- 
low in the glories of war loves to cut 
off funding for this other sort of 
nation-building, 

Even as the Harper government 
has dramatically increased military 
spending, it has eliminated the 
national child-care program that was 
finally put in place, and it has 
allowed private, for-profit medicine 
to push ever deeper into Canada, 
undermining the strength and via- 





bility of our public health-care 
system. 

The significance of Vimy is said to be 
that Canadians fought together as a 
coherent unit, rather than merely as 
part of the British army. 

But bringing Canadians together 
as a coherent unit to fight poverty 
and homelessness, to build a 
stronger public health-care or child- 
care system, or for that matter, 
devise a national energy strategy or 
a real plan for participating in the 
worldwide battle against global 
warming—there'’s little interest in 
that sort of nation-building. 

It seems that under Harper, we'll 
do our nation-building with 
body bags.

the faithful as the Reverend Horton 
Heat, is armed, with a grease gun in 
one hand and phone in the other, 
simultaneously repairing a fender 
on his touring trailer and fielding 
questions, laconically waxing philo- 
sophic about all aspects of the music 
business ina distinctive, gentleman- 
ly Texas drawl 

~ “Tsuck as a mechanic,” he 
demurs. “I can actually fix stuff and 


it amazes people that I can pull it off. 


“It’s funny because a lot of inter- 
views that I do, they ask me ‘What 
advice do you have for young 
bands.’ And I know they’re wanting 
me to say stuff like ‘follow your 
dreams,” he says, affixing the 
offending phrase with the appropri- 
ate amount of faux-melodramatic 
emphasis. “And | start talking about 
getting yourself a good van and 
always take it to the dealership to 
get it fixed—it'll cost more, but 
you'll get a new part, and don’t try 
to save money there. 

“But it really is great advice 
because the nuts and bolts of the 
music business is that you've got to 
travel. And you've got equipment... 
We're not that bad, we've got little 
fender amps, but these bands that 
got Marshalls and shit like that— 
you've got to get that stuff from 
Point A to Point B somehow.” 

Whether he acknowledges or not, 
Heath has a whole lot more educa- 








a: 


tion to offer; thanks to a keen wit, 
even sharper chops, and a good deal 
of road-tested experience. The trio 
that bears his stage name have been 
tearing up stages psycho/rockabilly 
style since about ‘85: the Rev’s had 
plenty of time to ponder the myster- 
ies of the musical universe. 

“We're at weird point in our histo- 
ry where we've got musical geniuses 
playing the piano at the Hyatt- 
Regency on a Sunday afternoon for 
ladies at brunch,” he offers. “And 
then you've got these people who 
don’t even know how to spell a 
ninth chord who are millionaires 
‘cause they throw together a bunch 
of samples in the studio and they’re 
geniuses—so-called geniuses.” 

But don’t mistake such sentiments 
for the bitter ramblings of a retro- 
locked 50s fetishist; in terms of the

subject being discussed— concept of 
the album as a piece of art—Heath 
seems to be far ahead of the curve 
when it comes to his outlook on the 
declining profile of full-length 
recordings 

“Oh, yeah I've got this whole 
thing... in fact I’ll probably have that 
as one one of my blogs coming up 
here pretty soon,” says Heath, who's 
wholeheartedly embraced the con- 
cept of the online pulpit. “It’s not like 
writing a book or painting a picture. 
Music is a live performance thing—I 
consider being a musician a valid art 
form, but I don’t consider being a 
recording artist a valid art form. I 
consider it being like being in the 
advertising business. There’s just not 
much to it compared to getting a live 
audience and getting them to 
respond to your lyrics, or your gui- 
tar solo, or just a segment of the 
piece of the music or something. 
That's just the greatest, and there’s 
no way to get that out of a studio— 
that feeling.” 

That said, the Heat’s most recent 
CD, 2004's Revival (not counting 
2005's holiday album, We Three 
Kings), saw the band in finer form 
than ever, even growing a little 
warmer than the buzzsaw guitar 
massacres of the previous efforts 
that brought them notoriety. (It 
wouldn't sound out of place ona 
mix besides the likes of velvet- 
voiced crooners like Big Sandy). 

Indeed, The Reverend Horton 
Heat, both the man and the band, 
have weathered the changing tides 
of rock culture quite well—a fact 
that Heath chalks up to yet another 
life-lesson: don’t believe your press, 
be it good or bad. 

“Oh, they loved us,” he says of his 
local press. “We've got this maga- 
zine called the Dallas Observer and 
every week there was something 
about us in there—we were on the 
cover, there were articles, and as the 
band was growing nationally and 
internationally, it just got better and 
better, and I just thought, you know, 
it’s not going to be long before they 
turn on us. They can’t like us this 
much without some kind of a down- 
side. And so when it hit, it was really 
quite odd because I can remember 
one time they wrote an article about 
how my career has been over for 
years, and I should just give it up 
and all the silliness of this and that, 
blah, blah, blah. 

“And it’s funny, because the night 
the article came out, we headlined 
an event at Key Arena in Seattle in 
front of 10,000 people,” he laughs. 

“As the band got bigger and big- 
ger, it made them hate us more and

CREEM, CRAWDADDY, ROLLING STONE 
(non-glossy newsprint version), Hit 
Parader, Rock Scene—as Teenage 
Head founding guitarist Gordie 
Lewis lists off the old rock rags that 
kept him in the loop as a music- 
obsessed teenager in early “70s 
Hamilton, you can’t help but feel a 
little nostalgic for the glory days of 
the musical press, back when rock 
fans could browse their collection of 
back issues instead of clicking 
through the review archives on 
Pitchfork Media. 

“The only way you could find 
anything out, really, was the print 
media,” says Lewis. “They would 
write about Iggy and the Stooges 
and things like that. It didn’t cater to 
mainstream bands. The only way to 
find out about bands was through 
reading. If the name sounded cool or 
something sounded cool about 
them, I'd see if I could find their 
records.” 

The only difference between then 
and now, of course, is that Lewis 
had to scour the stores every week- 
end and take a risk on albums with- 
out so much as an mp3 preview to 
let him know what he was buying. 
But he seems to have figured it out 
alright. 

Before switching to guitar, 14- 
year-old Lewis taught himself bass 
by playing along to records like Sab- 
bath’s “Paranoid” and the Stooges’ 


“Down on the Street.” He soon 
hooked up with some like-minded 
fellows at his high school, and 
formed Teenage Head. (The name 
comes from a Flamin Groovies 
album Lewis saw advertised on the 
back cover of an old issue of Geem— 
although he now admits he didn’t 
actually listen to the Groovies until 
five years later.) 

The band was often billed as 
“Canada’s Ramones,” and indeed, 
the band might have never amount- 
ed to more than a pale Canuck imi- 
tation of that gang of bowl-cutted 
“brothers” had it not been for a 
chance booking early in the band’s 
career at a country and western bar. 

“It was like, “Holy shit, we got a 
gig but we're going to get killed!” 
Lewis recalls. ““We can’t play, you 
know, Generation X songs or the Sex 
Pistols and that.’ I didn’t really know 
too much about, say, Eddie Cochran 
or Gene Vincent, ‘50s rockabilly 
stuff. That's where our friend Slash 
Booze comes into the picture. He 
was like, ‘Here’s Twenty Flight 
Rock’ by Eddie Cochran, here's ‘Blue 
Jean Bop’ by Gene Vincent—you can 
learn these ones, and they’re kind of 
country: So we just learned a whole 
slew of those songs and we kept 
them in the repertoire ever since.” 

Some 25 years later, the group 
hasn’t strayed far from that same 
infectious hand-clapping ‘50s juke- 
box sound that energized their 1979 
self-titled debut and the following 
year’s Frantic City. It hasn't aged at 
all, and neither has Lewis’ enthusi- 
asm for making music. He never

sounds more youthful than when he 
talks about working with a couple of 
his heroes. Recently, the band decid- 
ed to re-record a few of their 
favourite tracks for a best-of (due out 
in July) with the help of Marky 
Ramone on drums and longtime 
Ramones producer Daniel Rey 
behind the soundboard. 

“T was nervous as hell talking to 
these guys for the first time—I just 
was,” Lewis says. “I couldn’t believe 


that something like this could hap- 
pen, and I really wanted it to hap- 
pen.” He was particularly concerned 
how the sessions would go once 
they factored in Teenage Head 
vocalist Frankie Venom who, well... 
“He's not called Frankie Venom 
for nothing,” Lewis says. “He's a 50- 
year-old punk. He really is. So he 
can be a bit volatile and... unpre- 
dictable is probably the best word. So 
going into this, | wanted to make 








sure it was done as best as possible. 
So I said to Daniel Rey, ‘You know, 
our singer Frank, he can do unex- 
pected things and sometimes his 
work ethic is fairly erratic.’ And he 
just said, ‘Gord, don’t worry—l’ve 
recorded and worked with Dee Dee 
Ramone, Johnny Thunders... | know 
how to deal with people like this. I 
thought, ‘Okay, he’s not going to 
have a problem with Frank at all.”

Post-structural apostle 


Andrew Whiteman wants to get semiotic with you

“DID YOUR PROFESSORS HAVE A 
ceremony to mark the passing of 
Baudrillard?” Apostle of Hustle’s 
Andrew Whiteman inquires eagerly 
over the phone, the mere mention of 
the late philosopher bringing fever- 
ish excitement to his voice. 

“There should be a special Bau- 
drillard party, man, to welcome him 
to the next side, you know, to take 
him across to the other side. Every- 
one should wear Baudrillard masks 
for a day or something.” 

Okay... Uh... sure? 

It’s hopeless. No matter how hard 
I try to get Whiteman to talk about 
the accessibility of Apostle of Hus- 
tle’s sound, or the international 
influences that skitter throughout 
their latest album, National Anthem of 
Nowhere, or even the amount of vin 
rouge the band needed to drink in 
order to produce such a spicy com- 
bination of folk-rock tunes, White- 
man remains more interested in my 
semiotic studies. 

Of course, the eccentric multi- 
instrumentalist has always had an 
healthy obsession with all the outer 
fringes of philosophical thought, a 
fixation that’s reflected in the raw, 
repetitive chaos that is National 
Anthem. 


Whiteman says Apostle of Hustle 
doesn’t aim to duplicate any particu- 
lar sound or particular style. While 


much of their music is seasoned 
with Spanish flavours, for example, 
he’s pleased that listeners—especial- 
ly Spanish ones—understand that 
the Toronto-based quintet “isn’t just 
trying to grab a signifier and put it 
onto their music.” 

Indeed, everything about the 
band’s music is open to interpreta- 
tion—even the title of their album. “T 
don’t like telling people,” Whiteman 
declares flatly. “I'd rather have peo- 
ple invent it for themselves. [The 
phrase “National Anthem of 
Nowhere” ] just brings up a concept 
of borders. On the record, there are a 
bunch of characters and they all 
have experiences on the border—a 
physical, emotional, sexual or finan- 
cial border. The question is, what 
happens when you go to that border 
and cross over? Can you come back? 
Do you want to come back? That's 
what the name sort of reveals to us.” 

Borders might be the topic of dis- 
cussion in National Anthem, but 
they're relevant to Whiteman’s two 
loves, Apostle of Hustle and Broken 
Social Scene. National Anthem was 
recorded between tours with Feist 
and BSS, but this doesn’t mean that 
Whiteman’s loyalties lie with his 
extended musical family. 

“Loyalties?!” Whiteman scoffs. 
“After all this talk of borders and 
stuff, you should know that I don’t 
have any loyalties. I can’t really mea- 
sure or quantify things—it’s not real- 
ly anissue. I love Apostle of Hustle 
because it’s closer to my heart. I 
write most of the tunes with Julian 





[Brown] and it’s more of a direct 
expression of where we're at and 
our personal mission and goals. Bro- 
ken Social Scene is what a group of 
people do when they get together.

LEGEND IS A WORD THAT GETS TOSSED 
around with a fair bit of ease these 
days, but a true legend will be in the 
house Friday and Saturday at the 
Yardbird. 

Trombonist Julian Priester began 
his musical career in the early ‘50s in 
Chicago. Still in his teens, he worked 
with such blues and R&B artists as 
Bo Diddley, Muddy Waters and 
Dinah Washington before jamming 
with the likes of drummer Max 
Roach and trumpeter Clifford 
Brown. He soon joined Sun Ra’s big, 
band, recording several albums with 
the group before leaving Chicago in 
the employ of Lionel Hampton. By 
1958 he had settled in New York and 
was working with Max Roach. In 
1960 he released his first two record- 
ings under his own name for the 
Riverside label. 

During the ‘60s he became a side- 
man’s sideman, working with Fred- 
die Hubbard, Stanley Turrentine, 
Blue Mitchell, Art Blakey, Joe Hen- 
derson, Sam Rivers, and a host of 


others. He was also a part of John 
Coltrane’s Africa/ Brass ensemble 
He spent six months in the Duke 
Ellington big band and, as the ‘70s 
dawned he was part of the Herbie 
Hancock fusion sextet. His explo- 
rations in jazz continued in the ‘80s 
when he joined Dave Holland’s 
quintet, touring the world with their 
groundbreaking sound. It was dur- 
ing this period that he relocated to 
Seattle and took a teaching position 
at Cornish College. 

In 2003, Priester released a highly 
conceptual recording, the well- 
received In Deep End Dance that saw 
him working with a group of young 
West Coast players. The disc broke 
25 years of recording silence and 
won a pair of Seattle's Earshot Jazz 
Awards as Best Album and Best Jazz 
Quartet. 

Pianist Dawn Clement, a member 
of that quartet, will be joining 
Priester for this two-night stand at 
the Yardbird. The pianist/composer 
has a pair of recordings out, includ- 
ing Hush, released in 2003. Her piano 
style can be described as at once 
adventurous and melodic, original 
and familiar. The disc earned a nom- 








ination as Earshot Jazz Record of the 
Year in 2004—and for good reason. 
Tracks like “Singing Hands” high- 
light her mastery of rhythm and 
melody, while her version of “Come 
Fly With Me” showcases her skills as 
an arranger 

Bassist John Taylor and drummer 
Dan Skakun will round out the 
quartet that takes the band stand this 
weekend 

Priester’s musical pedigree spans 
blues, R&B, bop, hard bop, fusion, 
and free jazz, and he has loomed 
large over the jazz world for more 
than 50 years. That qualifies him as a 
legend, one jazz fans should flock to 
see this weekend

Don’t go easy on her 
Jill Barber’s ready to take on All Time

TALKING TO SINGER/SONGWRITER JILL 
Barber is like meeting a beaming 
youngster—albeit a seasoned, 
sophisticated and incredibly opti- 
mistic one. 

She has good reason to be posi- 
tive. At the 2007 East Coast Music 
Awards, Barber won Female Artist 
of the Year and FACTOR Recording 
of the Year for her most recent 
album, For All Time. If some artists 
were in Barber's shoes, they’d be 
inclined to sit back and take a 
deserved breather, but the Halifax 
native is digging in her heels and 
staring straight ahead towards the 
future. 

“You can’t get too lazy,” Barber 
says over the phone, her smile prac- 


tically audible. “I’m in this really 
lucky position, being able to be a 
musician full-time, make music for a 
living, tour the country and write 
songs for a living, and it’s a very pre- 
carious career choice, obviously. 

“Ym just constantly working hard 
to sustain it,” she continues. “Tt’s not 
easy. There are a lot of talented 
musicians that are working jobs just 
to pay the bills and not getting out to 
perform as much as they could be 
That's what drives me—I try not to 
take it for granted that I deserve to 
be a musician. I just try to keep 
working towards it.” 

For All Time, a deceptively low- 
key collection of folk/pop tunes fea- 
turing guest turns by Luke Doucet 
and Jill’s brother Matthew, is a testa- 
ment to Barber's determination. She 
says she felt a lot of pressure putting 
out the album, mainly because the 
expectations were high and she 





wanted to exceed them. 

“I guess I'd describe myself as 
fairly ambitious,” Barber laughs 
“It’s easy to be ambitious for some- 
thing you really love to do. It’s really 
easy to work hard at something you 
love. Before music became my pas- 
sion, | wouldn’t [have described] 
myself as an ambitious person. 

“I can’t complain much about 
pressure, either,” she concludes. “In 
moments of stress I'm pretty good at 
reminding myself that I have noth- 
ing to complain about.”

THOSE DARN PLOTS 





Te are a lot of adjectives you can apply 
to David Belke. 
Award-winning-that's a good one to 
start off with, and not just because it comes 
first alphabetically. Belke has won three Ster- 
ling Awards for his various plays (including 
Dreamland Saturday Nights, which is current- 
ly being remounted at the New Varscona The- 
atre) as well as the Samuel French Inc. Cana- 
dian Playwright's Award for That Darn Plot 

You could also try versatile (Belke is not only 
a renowned writer, but also an accomplished 
stage designer, stage manager, actor and im- 
proviser), prolific (he's debuted a new play at 
every single Fringe Festival since he produced 
his first full-length script in 1990) and even ob- 
sessive (Belke is well-known for his passionate 
love of movies and comic books) 

But here's a surprising adjective to add to that 
list; accidental. 

“| never intended to make my living {in the 
theatre],” Belke says. “I just found myself 
here. It’s not the life I anticipated, but the life 


I love.” 


ACCIDENTS 
WILL HAPPEN 


David Belke Never Meant To Become A 
Playwright, But Whoops! That’s What 
Happened Anyway. Lucky Us! 


Belke sat down with SEE Magazine to talk 
about his accidental career choice—and all the 
other fortunate mishaps that followed from it. 


SEE: How exactly did you begin playwrit- 
ing? What initially inspired you? 

Belke: I followed a rather circuitous route 
to playwriting. In fact, my theatre career as a 
whole is circuitous. I was taking an education 
degree at U of A when I took a stage managing 
course with Brian Currah. That went so well 
that he talked me into applying for the B.F.A. 
Stage Design program, which is where | met 
this fellow student who asked me if I knew 
about this new improv form that had hit town 
called Theatresports, which I promptly joined 
and really enjoyed participating in. Theatre- 
sports led to my working with a local impro- 
visational murder mystery theatre group that 
was working out of Teddy's Restaurant and do- 
ing corporate gigs. At one point they needed a 
Christmas show, which I ended up writing, and 
which in turn led to my writing a half-dozen 
more of their scripts.

Then, in 1989, I was approached by Linda 
Karenko and Gary Lloyd who had this idea 
for a comic Robin Hood-type adventure about 
these women disguised as men living in this 
forest that he wanted me to write. This play, 
called Swordplay: The Legend of the Princess 
Outlaw, debuted at the 1990 Fringe as my first 
full-length play. Many things went wrong in 
that show's production process which led to 
bad feelings all around. At that point, I had the 
choice to walk away from it all or take what had 
happened as a lesson and do it right the next 
year. 

For that next Fringe 1 produced my own 
show, The Maltese Bodkin, which was a huge 
hit and a terrific experience even though our 
first show was Monday night at midnight at the 
Walterdale Theatre, Even that show nearly sold 
out. The play was held over and we set out to 
do another the next year: The Reluctance Res- 
urrection of Sherlock Holmes, which was the 
play that brought together the core of Shadow 
Theatre [director John Hudson and actors Cor- 
alie Cairns and John Sproule], 





David Belke has written more than 30 plays over the last 17 years, 
and while many of them riff off the work of famous authors, from 
William Shakespeare to Raymond Chandler to Lewis Carroll to Arthur 
Conan Doyle, their sparkling humour and warm, humane tone are 
singularly, unmistakably Belke-esque. (Belkian? Belkoid?) 

Belke’s horoes are frequently artists—playwrights, actors, singers, 
novelists, musicians, even film restorers—but the ability to create 
doesn't seem as important to him as the capacity to appreciate the 
creative work of others. (Nowhere is this truer than in Dreamland 


Saturday Nights.) He's fascinated by larger-than-life characters, but 
his true sympathies are always with the “little people,” the underdogs, 
the dreamers, At least three of his plays feature the word “dream’” in 
the title, 

Here's our pick for the five key plays in Belke’s ever-expanding 
oeuvre. They're not necessarily his best plays, but if you want a quick 
introduction to his work, they're definitely the most quintessentially 
Belkoid. (Belkish? Belkaline? Help us out here, someone—we're 
stumped.) 


The Maltese Bodkin (1991) 
This literate, pun-filled “who hath 
done it,” in which 17th-century 


personification of evil (and their 
children against both of them) was 
the apex of Belke’s early Anglo-

Belke: Of course; you start with the idea that 
you need a sense of where you want the story 
to go, but you also need characters on hand to 
inform what will happen. I don’t write out out- 
lines or other textbook procedures. You could 
say my writing is rooted in my improv work, 
which means it’s all about me telling myself the 
story and leaving myself open for surprise and 
discovery. If you can surprise yourself, you'll 
also likely surprise the audience. For example 
in The Reluctance Resurrection of Sherlock 
Holmes I didn't know who the murderer was 
until I got to the end of the play

offering him one of two chocolate 
puddings on her tray. The seduction

NLT newcomer Carlye Windsor 
renders a witty and vulnerable 
Helen, dishing relentless self-depre- 
cating humour as she eases into con- 
versation with Tom. When he makes 
a reference to Helen of Troy after 
learning her name, she replies witha 
chuckle, “They would have needed 
those thousand ships just to carry 
me!” Uncomfortable, Tom doesn’t 
laugh. 

LaBute’s customary biting repar- 
tee continues into Tom’s office, 
where his narcissistic co-worker 
Carter (Jesse Gervais) laughs about 
Jeannie—the attractive woman from 
accounting who Tom's been avoid- 
ing a second date with—who he 
thinks looks “a bit soft” lately.

trying to convince Tom to do the 
“right thing” and dump Helen. 

Lora Brovold is excellent as the 
shrill, high-maintenance Jeannie, 
simultaneously defending and 
embarrassing herself with her efforts 
to snag Tom’s attention—and creat- 
ing a striking contrast to Helen's 
quiet, ashamed tolerance of Tom's 
insecurity over their relationship. 
Brandon effectively balances Tom’s 
frustration at his co-workers’ taunts 
with his sincere feelings for Helen— 
which makes it all the more devas- 
tating when he allows the former to 
take precedence over the latter. (Like 
all LaBute heroes, Tom’s a complete 
moral weakling.) 

Kerem Cetinel’s versatile set 
design is a pleasure to watch, as it 
seamlessly transitions from office to 
Japanese restaurant to beach. The 
standout element in this production, 
however, is LaBute’s wry, cynical 
dialogue, which subtly highlights 
the characters’ inability to ignore 
appearances—even at the expense of 
their own happiness.

OH, GUY RITCHIE, WHAT A COCK-UP 
you've made of everything. Ritchie 
burst out of the gate with a lot of 
speed, writing and directing Lock 
Stock and Two Smoking Barrels, a fran- 
tically edited crime farce that some- 
how overcame its idiotic title to 
become a cult smash on both sides of 
the Atlantic 

He followed Lock up with Snatch, 
which had the same plot as its pre- 
decessor, an even more groan-wor- 
thy title and a Brad Pitt performance 
even more undisciplined than the 
one he gave in 12 Monkeys. But it too 
was a hit. Then Ritchie married 
Madonna, and everything went to 
hell: Ritchie’s output since then con- 
sists of the legendarily terrible 
remake of Swept Away, a weirdly 
hostile BMW ad starring his wife, 
and Revolver, a return to the bang- 
bang genre that made him famous, 
but which didn’t even get released in 
North America

THE CITADEL’S NEW PRODUCTION 
of Lionel Bart’s Dickensian musi- 
cal Oliver! boasts the largest cast 
ever to grace the Shoctor Stage: 52 
bodies in total, including 32 juve- 
nile actors and a dog named Reg- 
gie. It’s enough to impress even 
John Ullyatt, the Edmonton thes- 
pian who will be adding the vil- 
lainous Bill Sykes to his list of 
Citadel star turns, including Tony 
in West Side Story, Danny in Grease 
and the Master of Ceremonies in 
Cabaret. 

“I heard the music from this 
show so much when I was a kid, 
because my sisters were always 
singing the songs, and the movie 
played on TV every couple of 
years,” says Ullyatt, referring to 
the Oscar-winning 1968 film ver- 
sion of the musical starring Mark 
Lester, Jack Wild and Ron Moody. 
“Of course,” he quickly adds, “I 
didn’t really understand the story, 
but I remember being sad when I 
saw Oliver ina black hat at the 
funeral.” 

The handsome Ullyatt is a tad 





more boyish and slight than the 
“big fat muttonheads” who tradi- 
tionally play Sykes, but Ullyatt 
has always relished being cast 
against type. “It’s up to us to fig- 
ure out where they come from 
and how they ended up such 
damaged goods,” he says. “Yeah, 
Bill Sykes is evil, but he became 
evil and made certain decisions— 
that’s where the inherent drama 
is. How did Bill Sykes become 
what he is?” 

A reasonably faithful adapta- 


tion of the 1838 novel Oliver Twist, 


Bart’s take on Charles Dickens’ 
tale of pitiful orphans, pickpocket 
gangs and the seamy underworld 
of 19th-century London, is one of 
the most enduring and frequently 
produced musicals this side of 
Fiddler on the Roof. The original 
1960 London production ran for 
2,618 performances, while the 


1963 Broadway production ran for 


two years. Start humming insidi- 
ously catchy songs like “Food, 
Glorious Food” and “Consider 


Yourself” and even resolute show- 


tune-haters will join in. 

But just how many Dickens- 
inspired megaproductions can 
one theatre company possibly do 


in a year? Tom Wood's adaptation 


of A Christmas Carol is already a 
staple of the Citadel season—will 
audiences be asking “Please, sir, 


may I have some more?” only four 


months later? 

Ullyatt thinks so. This isn’t 
about “doing another Dickens 
play”; it’s about making sure this 
Oliver! taps into the same univer- 
sal human themes that A Christ- 
mas Carol did. “This is a story 
that’s all about how people can 
still find joy in even the most dire 
circumstance,” he says, “which is

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something we can all buy into. 
[Director Bob Baker] is going for 
the guts and glory of it all, push- 
ing the extremes of it and going 
for truth in this great story rather 
than saying ‘Let’s go and sing 
another number.’ As a cast, we 
have to work hard to earn these 
songs.” 

The actor playing Oliver Twist, 
13-year-old Mark McClintock, 
shares Ullyatt’s zest for the show. 
He got a taste of the big time play- 
ing Michael Darling in last sea- 
son’s Peter Pan, but he’s finding 
this brand-new musical a tad 
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overwhelming. 

“You have to pay a lot of atten- 
tion to what the director has to 
say and what's happening around 
you,” he says, “but the great thing 
about playing Oliver is that you 
almost always onstage so you get 
to see everything and be a part of 
everything that happens. 

“Yeah, there’s a fair bit of pres- 
sure,” he continues, “but you also 
get the excitement of standing up 
in the middle of the stage and 
singing for a huge crowd. Some- 
times, it’s only me onstage.”

OVER HER 30-PLUS YEARS IN THE FILM 
industry, Anne Wheeler has taken 
us to POW camps in the Pacific (A 
War Story), World War II-era prairie 
towns (Bye Bye Blues), Japanese 
internment camps (The War Between 
Us), and Vancouver's lesbian com- 
munity (Better Than Chocolate). She's 
also brought the work of two of 
, Canada’s greatest female writers to 
the screen: Margaret Laurence (The 
Diviners) and Alice Munro (The Edge 
of Madness). So it’s only natural that 
Reel Femme, Edmoriton’s feminist 
film festival, would celebrate the 
Edmonton-born director and her 
work at this year’s event 
SEE: You've earned yourself a ret- 
ive! 
Anne Wheeler: Yeah, isn’t that love- 


ly? It’s always great—with film, you 
don’t always get to see things with 
an audience, and with some of the 
older films I can see if they still 
work. 

SEE: What's one you're looking for- 
ward to seeing with an audience? 
AW: Great Grandmother, which was 
my first real film. The one before 
that, I threw off the High Level 
Bridge. 

SEE: What made you pick up film 
in the first place? 

AW: I think it was the medium at 
the time. I had tried a number of dif- 
ferent careers and traveled around, 
but when I came home I had a sense 
of purpose. And it was serendipity 
that I bumped into friends who were 
also doing that. Alberta and Western 
Canada was unique. It was a special 
place because it had not been given 
much attention and respect in terms 
of our culture and history and the 
issues that concern us. Film seemed 
to be the most vital and probably 
most powerful tool of the day. None 
of us knew how to do it, but it 


seemed to be an awfully good idea 
at the time. After a couple of years of 
rotating roles—we all had to write, 
do the camerawork, direct, every- 
thing—we all sort of got a sense of 
what it meant to be a filmmaker. 
SEE: That must have been so diffi- 
cult! 

AW: Was it difficult? Being so young 
and maybe being naive, it didn’t 
seem that way. It was a time in 
Canada when there was a sense that 
all things were possible. We had 
Expo 67, and a generation of people 
didn’t stop to think. We made all 
sorts of mistakes, but we had a sense 
of value for what we were doing. 
We were lucky to be the first ones 
there. A vast number of stories had 
never been touched before. It wasn’t 
hard to find an original idea. 

SEE: Was it harder as a woman? 
AW: I was extremely lucky to be ina 
collective. In the beginning I was the 
only woman, but I was working 
with men who thought of them- 
selves as very modern and wanted 
to be fair to everybody. There were, 


of course, unspoken prejudices that 
are stil] there to this very day: rarely 
do you see camerawomen, or 
women working in sound or as 
grips. There are a number of roles 
that are still very much a male 
enclave. 
SEE: What do you think has 

since then? 
AW: Certainly a lot of producers 
and writers are women. But there 
are fewer directors than there were 
10 years ago. When I started out, 
there were five in Canada in the 
early ’70s. Then it grew in the ‘80s 
and was very encouraging. But in 
the ‘90s, there was a backlash and 
now you don’t find many out there. 
There was a survey in B.C.; one- 
tenth were women, and a lot of 
those were really struggling. 
The industry itself is very hard on all 
people, especially those who are 
involved with family and communi- 
ty. It demands 16-hour days when 
you're in production, and if you're 
the director, you have to be there 
first and leave last. You find that a 
lot of men have people to support 
them. They have a home to go to at 
the end of the day. But for women, 
it’s still true that they still do the 
homemaking. It’s hard to find a liv- 
ing situation that works; that’s why 
there are so many producers and 
writers. It’s more flexible. 
SEE: What are some of the sacri- 
fices you think you've made? 
AW: I think anyone who works a 
demanding job, you feel you miss 
out on times with the kids growing 
up and the opportunity to be part of 
a community. I would love to be 
part of a singing group or the the- 
atre, but my life is too unpredictable. 
You're ina world to yourself, so you 
sure hold onto your old friends! 
Friends who are in the film industry 
are there, very intensely, for a short 
period of time. But when the project 
ends, you might not see them again 
for years. It’s a very disjointed way 
of living, and psychologically a lot of 
women don't like it. 
SEE: Is there a film in particular 
that changed you or touched you? 
AW: They all change me. The first 
one, A WarStory. It was very person- 
al and took me around the world 
and places I had no idea about. I was 


about the same age as my father 
when he was in World War II. But 
every film takes you into another 
world and you can have the audaci- 
ty to ask the questions that you 
might not otherwise be able to do 
just as a tourist. I haven't stayed with 
just one issue or message, and even 
the liberty in-terms of genre—come- 
dy, documentary, drama. The only 
thing I haven’t done is science fic- 
tion, which I am curious about. 
SEE: What's coming up? 
AW: I've just written a script for a 
Japanese director, which is kind of a 
full circle from A War Story. There 
was this man I met who was exam- 
ining the war from a Japanese per- 
spective and he wanted to do a fea- 
ture film, which I wrote and he’s 
going to direct. And I'm working on 
another film with the same woman 
who did Better Than Chocolate. 1 
always have four or five going at the 
same time. 
SEE: What are some of the issues 
that are in your bonnet these days? 
And do you think that your films— 
and art in ve an impact 
on the issues that you've been 
working on? 
AW: I think I’ve been around a fairly 
long time and I’ve entered the phase 
of the older woman, which is some- 
thing that our generation hasn’t 
dealt with. And I’m interested in 
issues of a more global perspective 
rather than the personal, where I 
started out. I started being very spe- 
cific, provincial. I’m still very con- 
cerned with women and children, 
and if 1 do another documentary 
that’s probably where I'll lean. Cen- 
sorship, freedom issues, very broad 
issues. You just have to go ahead 
and tell the stories that you care 
about. It’s hard to say that this film 
or another made a huge difference, 
but I get two or three letters a week 
from young women who use Better 
Than Chooolate as a way to break 
down the issues to family and 
friends because it’s funny and 
humour can be a good way to 
address different issues. It’s amaz- 
ing; I was living in South Africa for a 
few months and some women 
found out and they came to say 
thank you for making that movie.

Unreal estate 


Calgary director Gary Burns savages the suburbs in Radiant City

DIRECTOR GARY BURNS LIVES IN A CITY 
that’s little more than one giant sub- 
urb—Calgary. Once you've left 
downtown, Calgary isa land of 
strip-malls and single family homes 
{ until you reach the edge of the 
prairie. 
,  Soitmakes sense that Burns 
| would set Radiant City, a caustic cri- 
+ tique of life in the burbs, in one of 
the newest “communities” on the 
south edge of the city, Evergreen 
| Estates. (Full disclosure: Evergreen is 
where | spent most of my teenage 
life, and Burns’ depiction of the 
place is creepily accurate.) Of course, 
Burns could have set the film any- 
where in North America—including 
Edmonton, which is even more 


sprawling than Calgary is. 

Burns and co-director Jim Brown 
have structured their anti-suburban 
treatise as a phony documentary 
about the Moss family, who've just 
moved to the neighbourhood. 
There's Dad, who has his reserva- 
tions, but who's willing to go along 
since it’s more affordable than living 
in the city. There's Mom, who can’t 
imagine living anywhere else. And 
then there are the kids, who don’t 
seem to know anything different. 

The family drama, though funny, 
isn’t the film’s strongest suit— 
instead, it's the documentary clips 
featuring a variety of planners, crit- 
ies, and others that really centre the 
film. If that sounds boring, it’s not, 
because these people are talking 

about where most of us live—or at 
least where we grew up. 
Philosopher Joseph Heath, riding 


an (empty) bus through the commu- 
nity, explains that since suburbs lack 
walkable streets and real public 
gathering places, theyre not just iso- 
lating, they're downrightundemoc- 
ratic. (When I lived in Evergreen, I 
never knew my next-door neigh- 
bours. They lived 10 feet away, and 
all we knew about them was that 
they parked a lot of ugly trucks in 
front of their house.) ‘ 
There's the shrill real estate agent 
who harps on about the convenience 
of a nearby “power centre.” But 
watching her standing in the deso- 
late, empty parking lot on an over- 
cast day, a big-box hardware store 
looming behind her, it’s hard to 
imagine a more dismal place exists. 
Finally, urban planning critic and 
all-round curmudgeon James 
Howard Kunstler waxes hyperboli- 
cally (but hilariously) on the aesthet-

ic hideousness of suburban homes 
and communities. The film’s best 
visual gag sees Kunstler on a park 
bench situated on a patch of brown 
grass beside a freeway, separated 
from six lanes of noisy traffic by a 
chain link fence. He pithily observes 
that it would be difficult to imagine 
an environment more aggressively 
ugly. The sequence cleverly ilhus- 





trates the disparity between the 
promise and the reality. of the ‘burbs: 
they promise nature and give us 
“sreen space”; they promise com- 
munity and give us isolation; they 
promise beauty and give us con- 
crete, freeways and vinyl siding. 
The sharpest blow Burns delivers 
to the suburban dream is the notion 
that it’s good for kids. Children are 
reliant on bikes or their own two feet 
to get around, but in Evergreen, 
there’s nowhere to walk, and evena 
bike won't get you far (unless you 
want the kids cycling down the 
highway to the “power centre”). The 
Moss kids attend centralized schools 
far from home. There’s nowhere for 
them to go, so they don’t go any- 
where. For that matter, neither does 
anyone else, holed up in their living 
rooms and fenced-off backyards. 
Head out to the edge of Edmon- 
ton. 97 per cent of our city’s growth 
is in brand-new developments, and 
most of it is suburban. If this is what 
the future looks like, Burns asks, 
what kind of future will it be?

WHEN NICOLAS CAGE FIRST APPEARED 
on the Hollywood scene, he was pri- 
marily known around town as Fran- 
cis Ford Coppola’s nephew. 

He worked hard to change that 
perception by choosing off-kilter 
roles that would showcase his con- 
siderable range and by giving edgy 
performances in several excellent 
movies, including the Coen Broth- 
ers’ Raising Arizona and David 
Lynch's Wild at Heart. His perfor- 
mance as Cher’s moody and pas- 
sionate lover in Moonstruck was a 
standout. Cage's was a star on the 
rise. 

Then in 1995, Cage hit the big 
time, giving a career-defining, Acad- 
emy Award-winning performance 
as a suicidal alcoholic in the indie 
megahit Leaving Las Vegas. Suddenly 
Nicolas Cage had everything you 
could want. Fame. Respect. Street 


it's quite possibly the worst forget- 
table, retardo action flick he’s ever 
made. 

Cage plays Cris, a Las Vegas 
lounge magician who, for some 
unexplained reason, was born with 
the ability to see two minutes into 
the future. Julianne Moore is the no- 
nonsense FBI agent who's figured 
out that Cris’ magic act is for real 
and tries to enlist his help to stop a 
terrorist group from detonating a 
nuclear bomb in Los Angeles. Unfor- 
tunately, Cris doesn’t want to help 
her fight the terrorists; he’s under- 
standably more interested in using 
his paranormal abilities to woo the 
beautiful Jessica Biel. 

At first Cris is able to elude his 
various pursuers by staying two 
minutes ahead of the game, but after 
a serious miscalculation, the terror- 
ists kidnap Biel, and Cris must use 
his superpower to fight back.

Then, for some reason, Nicolas 
Cage went insane. 

After winning his little gold stat- 
ue, Cage has decided to star in some 
of the worst movies of the last 
decade: The Rock, Con Air, Snake Eyes, 
&mnm, Gone in 60 Seconds. (Hold on, 
let me catch my breath.) Capiain 
Corelli's Mandolin, Windtalkers, Ghost 
Rider, The Wicker Man, The Weather 
Man, The Family Man. He went from 
being an interesting, unpredictable 
indie star to a weirdo, over-the-top 
comic-book caricature of himself. 

There were a couple of reminders 
of his former glory mixed in there, 
notably his turn as twin brothers in 
Adapiation, but for the most part, 
Cage has turned himself into a sec- 
ond-rate action hero whose name is 
enough to send chills down the 
spine of any respectable film buff. 

And Cage's latest, Next, is just 
another addition to his library of for- 
gettable, retardo action flicks.

The director is Lee Tamahori, the 
New Zealand-born filmmaker who 
burst onto the scene in 1994 with the 
excellent Maori family drama Onae 
Were Warriors but who has since 
become nearly as much of a hack as 
Cage, with films like XXX: State of 
the Union and Die Another Day and 
Along Camea Spider to his credit. He 
crafts a couple of mildly exciting 
action sequences, but the inert 
screenplay kills whatever momen- 
tum he’s able to build up. 

Moore does her best with her one- 
dimensional role as the “FBI Agent,” 
as does Biel as the “damsel in dis- 
tress.” And at the centre of it all is 
Cage, whose one-note wounded- 
dog/reluctant-action-hero perfor- 
mance out-one-notes everyone else 
onscreen. Luckily for Cage, though, 
anyone who sees him give it will for- 
get it two minutes after the film is 
over.

“The country is going downhill.” 

You Vanya, the six-year- 
old, to agree that things look pretty 
bleak in contemporary Russia. He’s 
just busted out of the shabby, remote 
orphanage where he has been ware- 
housed with dozens of other 
despondent children, all awaiting 
sale to wealthy foreigners. The 
adults, who ostensibly run the joint, 
spend the profits on luxury cars and 
booze. But it’s the older orphans— 
thugs and thieves, pimps and prosti- 
tutes—who actually run things, 
enforcing discipline, providing 
maternal warmth, controlling the 
underground economy. 

But Vanya doesn’t feel sorry for 
himself, and that’s not because he’s 
recently been promised a good life 
with an Italian couple. Rather, he’s 


He's not trying to be a wiseass: he 
just wants to find his mom. 

And however improbable his 
journey, he seems real and childlike, 
both because of Spiridonov’s perfor- 
mance and because director Andrei 
Kravchuk keeps us well inside 
Vanya’s situation. He reconnects us 
with a child’s-eye view of the world, 
with the moments when finding our 
respective moms was the most 
important thing any of us could 
imagine. 

Vanya’s story is also told in the 
faces of the people he deals with, 
whether those faces are kind, abrupt, 
stupid, concerned, compassionate, 
or vicious. Some people misunder- 
stand him, some abuse him, some 
are charmed, others are softened or 
changed. The Italian is as much about 
the effect a child has on the world as 
it is about the toll the world takes on 
a child. 

Obviously, the film has a touch of 
the fable about it—some of Vanya’s 
breaks will seem somewhat improb- 
able. And those who find The Italian

Vanya erodes your cynicism precise- 
ly because he’s asking for no 
favours. Faced with an impediment, 
he engages his ingenuity. Confront- 
ed by unforgiving power, he takes 
his blows with courage. He's street-. 
wise but not abrasive, an Artful

too sentimental will think its charac- 
ters—the teenage hooker with a 
heart of gold, the hapless alcoholic 
orphanage director, the entrepre- 
neurial sow who treats the kids like 
commadities—uncomfortably Dick- 
ensian. 

But, in the main, Kravchuk walks 
a nice line between sentiment and 
sense, neither amplifying the harsh 
realities of life in a society less fortu- 
nate than our own, nor sugar-coat- 
ing them. Like his protagonist, he’s 
not looking to jerk anyone around... 
he just wants to tell his story, which 
is really a kind of a love story. If the 
climax, with its sudden change in 
Vanya’s mien, doesn’t turn you off, 
it'll leave you in tears.

Suspicious minds 


Civic Duty keeps an eye on post-9/11 terror-noia

THE LINGERING EFFECTS OF 9/11 AND 
the War on Terror are explored in 
Civic Duty, a low-budget but stylish- 
ly shot thriller/character study 
whose strong performances almost 
compensate for a weak script. 

Six Feet Under's Peter Krause is 
Terry Allen, a disgruntled, recently 
downsized accountant. The loss of 
his job couldn’t have come at a 
worse time for Terry and wife Marla 
(Kari Matchett), a part-time photog- 
rapher—they, have plans to buy a 
new house, but without Allen's. reg- 
ular paycheque, the deal may be 
scuttled. 

It quickly becomes obvious that 
Terry is nursing a few grudges. He’s 
stung to lose his position as family 
breadwinner, and starts making 
snippy comments about Marla’s 
rock star ex-boyfriend. As he 
deposits his severance pay, he stares 
passively at the television set spool- 
ing out unending danger alerts, 
news on the war in Iraq, and terror- 
ist warnings. The drone of television 
news becomes Terry’s constant com- 
panion. He feels alienated. The banal 





banter that accompanies a visit to the 
bank teller or the post office sets his 
teeth on edge. 

It's during the numbing routine of 
printing up résumés and making fol- 
lowup calls at home that Terry com- 
pletes his descent into paranoia, fix- 
ating ona Muslim, Gabe Hassan 
(Khaled Abol Naga), who’s just 
moved into the apartment complex. 
Hassan exhibits strange behavior 
that doesn’t add up for Terry— 
throwing garbage out late at night, 


“receiving mail from an Islamic 


group that calls itself the Sons of 
Benevolence, keeping boxes of ATM 
envelopes, hoarding test tubes and 
tubber tubing under his sink. 

It all looks pretty suspicious—it 


“might'to just about anyone in those 


circumstances—and pretty soon Ter- 
ryr is standing by the window, 
watching Hassan every time he 
enters or exits the apartment. Terry 
makes a call to the FBI, who, much 
to his astonishment, dispatches an 
agent to check into his report. 

But when weary and skeptical 
Agent Hillary (Richard Schiff) 
repeats Terry’s claims back to him, 
they seem suddenly insubstantial. 
The disappointing visit doesn’t stop 
him, though—told to “keep an eye 
out” while Hillary does some back-

ground checking, Allen takes his 
snooping campaign to the next level, 
at which point all hell breaks loose. 

Civic Duty is designed to plunge 
the viewer into a maze of doubt— 
are we really seeing what we're see- 
ing? Is Terry as paranoid as we think 
he is, or is he the only person in the 
movie who has a clue? At times 
director Jeff Renfroe’s strategy 
works, especially in the early scenes 
where the action unwinds slowly 
and menacingly. But these moments 
of ambiguity are eventually under- 
cut by a sudden, awkward lurch into 
melodrama, 

This isthe downfallofthe film, 
which many people are comparing 
to Taxi Driver—Krause is great at 
playing a nian on the edge of a 
breakdown; his mind fraying at the 
edges, but thesmoyie loses-it in the 
last third and suddenly he’s just 
another psycho. It’s almost as 
though the director (or screenwriter) 
lost his confidence in the audience 
and settled for a more conventional 
TV cop drama payoff. 

It’s a pity—what starts as an 
astute (albeit unsubtle) dissection of 
the modern paranoia unravels into 
didactic speeches and a ham-handed 
ending.

Universal relief at last 


Earth | may blow, but Earth Il... 


THE Ree. Sere OF 
Stephen Harper melting holes into 
the latest cover of Maclean’s; Trent 
Reznor’s modestly predicted down- 
fall of everything we participatory 
democrats hold dear by 2022; even 
the bubbling debate between cocaine 
Calgary and hoser Edmonton. Fuck, 
who cares? None of it gets to me 
right now because it’s all about 
Gliese 581 c. 

That's right: I'm fucking hard for 
another planet. And one we barely 
know a thing about. Which is proba- 
bly most of why it’s so interesting. 
Because sometimes knowing isn’t as 
important as considering. 

If you have no idea what I'm talk- 
ing about, it’s only (pretty much) the 
most exciting scientific discovery of 
the new millennium. No offence to 
the generally ignored Mars rovers, 
which boldly continue to map our 
dusty rust neighbour long after they 
were expected to give up and die. 
Good work, boys. 

But that’s prospecting in our back- 
yard, relatively speaking. On April 
24 this year, after analyzing the data 
of a spectrograph in Chile, the team 


of Stephane Udry in Switzerland 
announced an Earthlike presence in 
the deepest details of our skies. 

In the north of kite-shaped 
Libra—Gaius Julius Caesar's scales 
of justice—floats a little red dwarf 
star, officially catalogued by German 
Wilhelm Gliese in the cute but trou- 
bled 20th century as Gliese 581. The 
brightest star in its vicinity is Beta 
Libra, traditionally known to the

Arabs as Zuben Eschamali, the 
Northern Claw. Yet as a flickering 
red dwarf, poor Gliese 581 c simply 
isn’t all that bright compared to our 
own star. Which is to say, it’s not as 
luminous. I’m sure it’s just as clever. 


WELCOME TO PLANET BIRTHDAY 

To support life like ours, a planet 
would have to be a lot closer to this 
dimmer sun, a distance like the 
orbital loops of Mercury to Venus; 
its Goldilocks Zone—neither too hot 
nor too cold—wouldn’t extend as far 
as our yellow star's. But guess what? 
The Swedes surmised with their 
South American toys that G581c 
lives exactly there. Meaning the tem- 
peratures likely sit safely between 
freezing and boiling. Looks promis- 
ing so far. 

Which brings us to the planet 
itself. 20 light years away, little cis a 
lot bigger than Earth—1.5 times as 
big, meaning its gravity is a hell of a 
lot more demanding. From what we 
can tell, it takes 12.9 days to orbit its 
red sun, which means the concept of 
a year is totally different there. For 
every one of ours, they have more 
than 28. Birthdays, you would 
assume, would have to be either 
more modest affairs or perhaps 
drive the entire economy. But let's 
not get ahead of ourselves. 

Whether it’s full of lead, covered 
with green continents or, having 
noticed we're watching, is now 
sending giant magnetic weapons 
our way remains to be fully under- 
stood. But of the 229 extra-solar 
planets we've found so far, this one 
has the most promise. As with any 
attention to astronomy, it shifts the 
scale of things upwards at the same 
time enveloping us in a more spec- 
tacular and breathtaking universe. 
More and more, we're finding places 
like ours. 


HOPES BEYOND DOPES 
It lends hope to the idea that 
whether or not the Journal succeeds 








in its conspiracy to brainwash us 
into building a new hockey arena 
when we don’t need one, there are 
other worlds, perhaps even less 
petty than ours, where the powers 
that be use information to take care 
of their own instead of themselves. 
Should the closed and xenophobic 
thinking of presidents and religious 
leaders turn our own world into a 
ball of barren sand, 20 or 10,000 
years from now, it’s looking much 
more likely that maybe, just maybe, 
there are other places where life 
might get along better. 

In short, even if this discovery fails 
to inspire us even a billionth as much 
as humans walking on the moon 
brought us together mere decades 
ago, can the simple fact that we're 
fairly likely to fuck it all up matter so 
much ina universe that is, for all 
intents and purposes, so seemingly 
alive?
